]f "Canadian Lady" can remember the 
years 1850-00 she must also remombcr 
that severe winter, and I bog to inform 
' ° Ker that 1 know on one night at the city 
hall, Toronto, tho thermometer indicated 
2y degrees beli^vv. In tliat wintei- uioro 
than one unfortunate creature was found 
frozen to death in llie streets. I roniem 
bor 0116 night particularly wlion the cold, 
with tho wind blowing, wa.s so bicter that 
I had to relieve tho constables (who were 
doing duty on the streets) every half 
hour. 

I think it was about Clu-istmai that 1 
saw a snow drift which was fniiii 25 to .'iO 
feet deep on one of the main streets — 
King or York streets — and at the other 
end of King atreet at the Don bridge, the 
limit of the city, the .snow waa so dei'ij 
that in visiting niy men on thoir beats 1 
fell through tlie aoft aiunv about 10 foot, 
eo deep in fact that 1 had to call one of 
my conatablea to help mo out. 

And oh! the misery of the many poor 
thiere. I could nut picture it in print, 
and none would believe it tvithout they 
•saw it. I have aecii, anrl had also to vi.sit, 
16 and 20 piHjr uiifoi tuiiate.s luiddled to- 
gether to keep them warm — no work — and 
the ground frozen for montinj and uioiith.-i. 
together. In tho year 18(52, 24th Ajuil, 
snow wivs upon the ground some inches. 
I saw it outside the city aa I was swept 
past on the Grand Trunk railway and so 
did also about. 20<3 other Canadians, and 
they shuddered. T-i tho moat of them 
that ahuddor was the last— wo were on 
our way to IJrilish Columbia where they 
romain — without a ahudder. 

"A Canadinii Lady" is possibly able to 
enjoy her.self through a Canadian winter. 
"With overytliing at one's cojnmand why 
should it not be so I Plejity of expensive 
furs, good horses, good houses, nothing 
to do, only to visit ono'a frieiida, with the 
boat of living, etc., etc.; Out to the poor 
a Canadian winter is literally starvation. 
ThoiiBands, indeed, would only be too 
happy: to . be in "A Canadian Lady's" 
shoes, and those shoes in Victoria. No 
vendor she sufTKrs from neuralgia. I am 
laurpriacd she docs not sulfer all tho ail- 
ments that poor weak mortal's are subject

The ornperor of China in his instruc- 
tions to tho viceroy ut Kaiikin to begin 
hostilities against tho French in the event 
of an attack says: "The fact that An- 
nam is a vassal of China ia widely known, 
yet tho French have dared I.) invade. 
Moreover iiacniiih constitutes the ^^atea 
to the celestial realm, yet tho French huvi; 
repeatedly sought to encroach there. We, 
therefore, command the (^riiiceand min 
isters to inform the French envoy that if 
France dares to encroach further on 
iJacniiih China will forthwith disp.Ucli a 
large army to fight the French . 

lloNoKO.Nd, Nov. 2.0. —The possibility 
of war has caused a great drain of specie 
at Canton. Wealthy Chinese have with- 
drawn So,(X)0,000 in the last three months 
from a Chinese bank in Kwaiig Tting 
province. Chinese mercantile interests 
at Hongkong and Shanghai are paralyzed. 
In regard to the light at IJai-Dzuong, 
but for the aid of a passing gunboat the 
position would have been lost. The 
French garrison Iiad 150 men killed. The 
town was completely destroyed.

Tlie garrison at Ilai-D/.uong has taken 
refuge aboard the gun-boat Lynx awaiting 
the arrival of 1,000 men from Ha-Noi. 

Paris, Nov, 24. — Admiral Paysuii, 
minister of marine, has received a dia - 
[irtch from Admiral Courhet, oominander 
of the French forces in Ton(|uiii, stating 
that all available troops have been con- 
centrated at llai-Noi. In order to begin 
oporatimis sufliciont garrisons have been 
loft to defend other citidals of the delta. 
The enemy attacked Ilai-Dzoung on the 
llith inat, but were repulsed. At the 
time of sending the dispatch, the 17th, 
the sound of cannon was heard in the di- 
rection of Ilai-Dzoung. ' 

A telegram from Saigon says the French 
began operations in Tonqiiin on the 2ftih 
instant. 

Tlie light at Hai-Dzouiig lasted ae\ en 
hours. The French lnsa was twenty killed 
and wounded.
